Will Make Aggressive Contest. 


“ Though Senator La Follette finds 
his plans interfered with by his tem­ 
porary indisposition his name will be 
presented to the national Republican 
convention and delegates will make an 
aggressive contest for his nomination 
and for a strong progressive platform. 
“ Whatever time Senator La Follette 
can devote to the campaign after tak­ 
ing a needed rest for a few weeks will 
be given subject to such demands as 
his official duties make upon him.” 
Mr. McCormick’s call to the mem­ 
bers of the Illinois Progressive Repub­ 
lican league was made public an hour 
later. It was a telegram to the league 
headquarters in Chicago and was as 
follows: 
“ Considering all the circumstances, 
including Senator La Follette^ phys­ 
ical condition, in the opinion of the 
overwhelming majority of progressive 
Republican members of both houses 
of congress, progressives in 
Illinois 
must unite to send 
Roosevelt dele­ 
gates to the next national Republican 
convention. With Roosevelt and Jones 
the progressives can sweep Illinois 
and establish in state and nation pro­ 
gressive administrations, which will 
substitute a policy of positive leader­ 
ship for a policy of compromise with 
principle and 
concession 
to special , 
interests.” 


Sims of Tennessee objected to the sec­ 
ond and a vote by tellers on ordering

The Republicans in hur­ 
ried conference had determined not to 
vote on the resolution, thus putting 
the Democrats in the position of pass 
ing the measure by a party vote and, 
in the opinion of a number of them, in 
dicating fear of Mr. Roosevelt as the 
Republican nominee. 
Hence the majority of the Demo­ 
crats decided not to vote for the sec­ 
ond and it was defeated, 90 to 51. Four 
Republicans, however, cast their votes 
for the second. 
Former Speaker Cannon led the way 
and was followed by Mr. McCall of 
Massachusetts, who had planned to 
j speak against the third term idea; Mr. 
Bingham of Pennsylvania, "father of 
the house,” and Mr. Hughes of Con­ 
necticut. 
With the second defeated Mr. Slay­ 
den was forced amid a burst of ap­ 
plause to withdraw his motion for 
suspension of the rules.

Kansas City, Feb. 6.— Bitterly de­ 
nouncing the methods used by "trusts” 
to control business and charging that 
the United States Steel corporation 
was especially unfair to its employes, 
Louis D. Branded of Boston, in a 
speech before the Knife and Fork 
club here, declared capital could ex­ 
pect little better from the oppressed 
workingman than the Ix>s Angeles dy­ 
namite outrages and the violence in 
the Lawrence, Mass., textile strike. 
Mr. Brandeis ended his address with 
a warning that unless the industrial 
conditions in this country were reme­ 
died there would be a clash between 
capital and labor that would result in 
bloodshed.

It WMH be pointed out that John 
Quincy Adams did not lower his dig­ 
nity or sacrifice any prestige by enter­ 
ing the house of representatives after 
he had been president and it would be 
an act of grand patriotism for Roose­ 
velt to consent to save the party aud 
take such a dignified place as vice 
president. 
Then it might be whispered that no 
insurance company will accept a risk 
on President Taft, and so there would 
be chances. 
Moreover, the man who 
saved the party in 1912 would be en­ 
titled to consideration in 1910. 
This Taft-Roosevelt ticket may sound 
like an idle fancy, but it is as good as 
much of the political palaver that has 
been put in circulation during the past 
few months.

The result will equal 
the number of pounds, and to find the 
number of tons divide by 2,OOO.—Popu­ 
lar Mechanics.

plied by tile police departm ents of 
over a hundred cities throughout the 
country, and it is to those departments 
that the volumes are distributed. 
Each branch of criminal endeavor 
lins a separate chalder In the book, 
one telling of pickpockets, another of 
forgers, and so on.
